BURLINGTON EARNED
THIRTY-THREE MILLION

Nearly Four Million Passengers Uar-
ried from One Point o An.
other in State in 1918

The Chicago, Burlington & Quin-
¢y Rullroad company, according 1o
its annual report for the year ending
December 30 last and just filed with
the state rallway commission, earn-
ed nearly $33,000,000 last year on
its entire system, The report shows
that the compuny hag total Invest-
ments of $485,928 680, and total as-
geta of $644.305,614. It has a cap-
ital stock of $110,839,100, Only
two Nebraska stockholders are rep-
resented in the list, Helen N. Ander-
son of Lincolu with one shuare, and
Alvin Saunders of Owaha with two.
The great bulk of the stock is_ held
by New England and New York per-
SONS8.

The Burlington has a funded debt
of $176,498,900 and w surplus of
$202.096.25656. It owns securities
amounting to $37,256,000, of which

$9,000,000 is Invested in afliliated
compuanies,
Of the $32.,984,7256 net  income

from all sources last year it paid an

8 per cent dividend on its stock,
amounting to $8,867.128, and in-
vested a like amount in physical
property. The remainder was car-

ried to surplus aeccount. ‘The com-
pany has sold all land received from
the government.

The company expended for addi-
tions und bettermentg in Nebraska
"the sum of $1,08%9,997 and $435,800
for grading, new bridees and the
like. The gross additions and bei-
{terments for the system were $2.-
566,771 and equipment of the value

maintain  its equipment. It added
11,604 cars and retired 1,925,

revenue of $109,191,204, and an op-
erating expense of $65.235,704, of
which over forty millions went 1o
labor. The operating revenue in-
creased $15,601.482, but the net in-
crease from operation was but  §9.-
923,499, The net operating revenue
was $43,955,499.

The company's equipment consists
of 1767 locomotives, 66,226 freight
cuars, 1,298 passenger cars and 2.677
gervice cars, There were 113 acel-
dents during the year.

With the passage of the pending
food prodoction bill, congress offic-
inlly recognizes a new Ingtroment of
national defense—the county agent.

Under the provisions of this act,
$115,000 har been get aside Tfor
county ngent work in Nehraska, This
will be sufficient to put a county
agent in every county organizing and
to provide a food emergency ugvn‘i
for each district where regular coun-
ty agents are not employed. County
agents and food emergency agents
will be put to work organizing and
mobilizing agricultural Nebraska for
maximum production.

The county agent is thus regard-
ed by the nation’s highest counsel-
lors a8 the best instrument of
creasing production as a defensive
measure. The Agricultural Exten-
gion Serviece of the University of Ne-
braska has mapped out plans for the
